David A. 
Reed 
and George Wharton Pepper, present 
Republican incumbents in the United 
States Senate from Pennsylvania, are 
also credited with victory. 
Grover C. Myers, of Gardners, Dem­ 
ocratic nominee, is

blyman-elect from this county, with 
unofficial returns 
from 39 
districts 
giving him a majority of 921 votes 
over his Republican opponent, M. E . 
Knouse, of Brysonia.

this year. There are indications of a 
substantial 
balance 
in 
the county 
treasury this year and the commis­ 
sioners stated that they wished to 
have a similar balance next year. 
During the present year, $12,000 has 
been paid into the sinking fund for 
the purpose of retiring part of the 
county’s bonded indebtedness. 
Repairs are being made to the Mum- 
masburg road, and the cost of a por­ 
tion of these improvements will most 
likely be borne by next year’s bud­ 
get, the commissioners said. 
Expense of maintaining the County 
Home, jail, and court house, together 
wfith the salaries of all the officers 
connected with these departments of 
the county administration, gives no 
indication of diminishing next year, 
it was declared by the commissioners. 
The fall primaries next September and 
the municipal election two months later 
w'ifl also place a heavy burden of ex­ 
pense upon the county, the commis­ 
sioners added. 
Figures on the assessed valuation 
of real and personal property within 
the county as compiled by the asses­ 
sors in the various tow'iiships are not 
yet available, because a number of 
the assessment books have not been 
returned to the office of the commis 
sioners.
